| fa presenting this, their sixteenth annual report since the 
opening of the Hostel, the Management Committee are pleased 
to be able to state that the work of the Association has continued 
uneventfully during the past year. The same standard of 
efficiency has been maintained both within the Hostel and on the 
District, as in previous years, and the number of cases cared for 
has been up to the average. In connection with the laying of 
the foundation stone of the New Kent and Canterbury Hospital 
by H.R.H. the Duke of Kent last July, great public attention 
was attracted to this new venture, and on many sides it was 
surmised that extra maternity accommodation would be provided 
in this new building, possibly to the extent that the Maternity 
Hostel would no longer be necessary. The Management Com- 
mittee consider it advisable to make it quite clear to the public 
that this aspect of the maternity accommodation for the City and 
neighbourhood was fully dealt with by the New Hospital Building 
Committee, and as a result it was decided that the accommodation 
+n the New Hospital would only provide for difficult abnormal 
cases as previously. Consequently the Maternity Hostel will still 
remain as much a need for the poorer members of the public as 
ever, and the Committee hope sincerely that there will be an 
increase in the list of annual subscribers, without whose help it 
would not be possible to continue the work of the Association. 


In connection with the admission of patients, for several 
vears now the Executive C ommittee has dealt with the application 
forms of all who apply, and as a result of the assessments made 
‘1 each individual case, it is evident that very few who are 
admitted pay for the whole of their cost. As a result of this, it 
-s obvious that the Association subsidises nearly every admission 
and so justifies its existence as a charity worthy of support. 
It is with pleasure that the Committee have to acknowledge 4 
further grant from the Kent County Council during the past year, 
and they hope that this will continue to be made annually in 
future, as a recognition of the large proportion of cases which 
are admitted from the County area. 


A few months ago, officials from the Ministry of Health 


inspected the Hostel very thoroughly in connection with a visit 
made to the City for the purpose of investigating the Maternity

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Services as a whole. ‘Io date no official memorandum has been 
received as a result of this visit, but the officials expressed great 
satisfaction with the Hostel and its work at the time of their 
ispection. 

As a result of representations made by the City Council, some 
changes in the Constitution are deemed necessary, and the 
Management Committee hope that subscribers will support these 
changes, which will be placed before the Annual Meeting of 
Subscribers. 

In conclusion, the Management Committee would welcome 
the assistance of additional interested persons to help with the 
work of the Association, and more especially with the secretariat. 
It is also with pleasure that they place on record their grateful 
thanks for grants received from the Canterbury City Council, the 
Kent County Council and the Kent County Nursing Association. 
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THE CONSTITUTION. 


1. The Association shall be called the Canterbury Maternity 
Association. 


2. ‘The objects of the Association shall be to supply highly- 
trained nurse midwives to attend, in their confinements, 
such Mothers as are unable to afford treatment by Doctors 
with resident private nurses (in pursuance of the Trust 
founded in r801) and such Mothers as are able to afford 
all approved fee provided accommodation is available, such 
fees to be approved by the Executive and Finance Com- 
mittee; and to further in every possible way the health of 
expectant Mothers. 


3. ‘The Honorary Officers of the Association shall consist of 
not more than three Patrons, a President, the Trustees of 
the Hostel (one being the Hon. Solicitor), the Honorary 
Secretary, Assistant Honorary Secretary and Honorary 
Treasurer, and not more than twelve Vice-Presidents, all 
except the Trustees being elected annually by the 
Subscribers. Only Subscribers who have paid_ their 


subscriptions are eligible as Vice-Presidents. The Hon. 


Officers of the Hostel shall consist of the Hon. Chaplain 
and the Hon. Medical Officer. 


4. The Honorary Secretary, Assistant Honorary Secretary, 
Honorary Treasurer, Honorary Chaplain, and Honorary 
Medical Officer shall be ex-officio members of the Manage- 


ment Committee, and if subscribers be entitled to vote on 
that Committee only. 


5. The affairs of the Association shall be administered by a 
Management Committee of not less than fourteen or more 
than twenty-four members, including the ex-officio 
members, elected at the Annual General Meeting of 
Subscribers, and two members who may be nominated by 
the City Council, with power to fill up vacancies as they 
occur. This Committee shall be responsible for the due 
administration of the income of the Trust Fund and ali 
moneys received by the Association. 


6. The Management Committee shall elect its own Chairman and 


Vice-Chairman. ‘The Chairman shall have a casting vote 
only. 


7. Nine members shall form a Quorum of the Management 
Committee. 
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8. The Management Committee shall meet quarterly to transact 
the ordinary business of the Association. No alteration in 
the Constitution of the Association shall be made without 
the assent of a General Meeting of Subscribers. 


9. The Management Committee shall hold its first meeting 
within fourteen days after election, at which meeting the 
following sub-committee shall be elected :— 


An Executive and Finance Committee consisting of 
six members of the Management Committee. 


Noteé.—The House Committee shall be a Sub-Committee 
of the Executive and Finance Committee, and it 
shall be elected by and from members of that 
Committee, with power to co-opt not more than two 
subscribers in addition to those elected from the 
Executive and Finance Committee. Further, that this 
House Comunittee shall only be called upon to meet at 
the discretion of the Chairman of the Executive and 
Finance Committee. 


10. Duties of the Executive and Finance Committee :— 


(1) To be responsible to the Management Committee for 
the policy and general administration of the Associa- 
tion, including the final selection and dismissal of the 
nursing staff, and to deal with all financial matters. 


(2) To report to the Management Committee at its 
quarterly meetings. 


(3) To consider applications for admission to the Hostel 
and to decide what fee (if any) is to be charged. 


(4) To exercise general supervision and control over the 
internal management of the Hostel and to ensure that 
a technical inventory is maintained. | 


(5s) To confirm the ordering of all requirements, including 
the necessary drugs, dressings, medical and household 
supplies, and urgent small repairs which shall be 
ordered by the Matron. 


(6) To appoint for specified periods one or more lady 
members of the Committee to inspect and visit the 
Hostel weekly, at suitable and proper times, and sign 
the Visitors’ Book at each visit, entering any com- 
plaints ot recommendations which she may have 
received or wish to make, 
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Such book shall be laid before the Committee at their 
next meeting for their consideration and such action 
as the Committee may consider necessary. 


11. The Treasurer shall present a monthly summary of accounts 
at the monthly meetings of the Executive and Finance 
Committee, together with all cheques for signature by any 
one of the following, namely, the Chairman, Hon. 
Secretary or Hon. ‘Treasurer. Cheques shall be paid in 
as received, on the endorsement of the Hon. Treasurer or 
Hon. Secretary. "The Treasurer shall keep proper books 
of account necessary to prepare the summary for the 
Annual General Meeting, and all necessary returns. 


12. It shall be within the power of any twelve Subscribers, who 
have paid their subscriptions for the current year, to 
demand a Special General Meeting for the purpose of 
discussing any question of the administration or policy of 
the Association. This request must be delivered in 
writing to the Secretary, signed by the persons desiring to 
call a Meeting. 


13. There shall be an Annual General Meeting of Subscribers in 
the month of April to receive the Report and Financial 
Statement, and to elect the officers of the Association and 
the officers of the Hostel for the ensuing year. 


14. New Subscribers joining after rst January shall not be called 
upon for a further subscription until after rst April in the 
following year. 


Only Subscribers who have paid their subscriptions for the 
current or previous year shall be entitled to receive notice 
of a General or Special Meeting or to vote thereat. 


That Subscribers whose subscriptions are more than eighteen 


months in arrear shall have their names removed from the 
annual list.
